•  One  American  Eagle  One  Ounce  Silver  Proof  Coin; 

•  Five  quarters  from  the  America  the  Beautiful  Quarters®  Program  honoring  Pictured  Rocks  National  Lakeshore 
(Michigan),  Apostle  Islands  National  Lakeshore  (Wisconsin),  Voyageurs  National  Park  (Minnesota),  Cumberland  Island 
National  Seashore  (Georgia),  and  Block  Island  National  Wildlife  Refuge  (Rhode  Island); 

•  One  Kennedy  half  dollar;  and 

•  One  Roosevelt  dime. 

The  half  dollar,  quarters,  and  dime  are  composed  of  90  percent  silver — generally  referred  to  as  "coin  silver” — while  the 
American  Eagle  One  Ounce  Silver  Proof  Coin  is  composed  of  99.9  percent  silver.  All  coins  bear  the  "S”  mint  mark  of  the  San 
Francisco  Mint.
